Ing Is done. The Record Is a publi- 
cation which uomctlmes for wcokrt will 
average dally one hundred and thirty 
pages of solid printed matter, a stag- 
gering number of words, much larger 
than Is printed In any dally newspaper 
or weekly or monthly magazine. The. 
Congressional Record is often printed * 
In feverish haeto In tho amall hours 
of the morning, yet It is remarkably 
freo front errors, either of English. 
composition 
or 
of make-up. 
Tha 


fttuUcrlnga of the linotype never get 
Into the Record, tho proper words are 
capitalized, or left uncapltnllxed, and 
the spelling Is always .uniform.

though written, printed and delivered 
In twelve houn. it compares very fa-

specimens of bookwork. 


The largest Record ever Issued from 


tho dovernment Printing Office was 
'that of June IS, 1900.
